Brain- Dead Mother Dies 


ARLINGTON, VA. | A brain-dead woman 
who was kept alive for three months so she 
could deliver the child she was carrying was 
removed from life support Wednesday and 
died, one day after giving birth. 

Susan Torres, a cancer- stricken, 26 -year- 
old researcher at the National Institutes of 
Health, suffered a stroke in May after the 
melanoma spread to her brain. Her family 
decided to keep her alive to give her fetus a 
chance. It became a race between the fetus’ 
development and the cancer that was ravag- 
ing the woman’s body. 


Doctors said that 
Torres’ health was deteri- 
orating and that the risk 
of harm to the fetus finally 
outweighed the benefits of 
extending the pregnancy. 

Torres gave birth to 
a daughter, Susan Anne 
Catherine Torres, by 
Caesarean section on Tuesday at Virginia 
Hospital Center. Dr. Donna Tilden -Archer, 
the hospital’s director of neonatology, 
described the child as “very vigorous.” (ap)

Massive roadside bombing is 
deadliest yet for U.S. forces 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Fourteen U.S. Marines 
were killed Wednesday when a huge bomb 
destroyed their lightly armored vehicle, 
hurling it into the air in a giant fireball in 
the deadliest roadside bombing suffered by 
American forces in the Iraq war. 

A civilian translator also was killed and 
one Marine was wounded. The victims were 
from the same Ohio-based Reserve unit as six 
members of a Marine sniper team killed on 
Monday in an ambush claimed by the Islamic 
extremist Ansar al-Sunnah Army. 

The deaths brought to 23 the number of 
Marines killed in the past week in fighting 
along the volatile Euphrates Valley of west- 
ern Iraq and marked one of the bloodiest 
periods for U.S. forces in months. In all, 44 
American service members have died in Iraq 
since July 24 — all but two in combat. 

The heavy loss of life cast new attention 
on a longtime Marine complaint — the lack 
of protection provided by their armored 
amphibious vehicles, or AAVs. The vehicles 
are designed to be dropped from ships for 
coastal assaults. Although fast and maneu- 
verable, the vehicles have armor plating that 
is lighter than those used by the Army — a 
critical issue in a war where the roadside 
bomb is the most common threat. 

President Bush lamented the deaths of the 
14 Marines, calling the attack a “grim remind- 
er” America is still at war. roberth.reid(ap)

Shuttle Repair a Success, NASA Says 


Astronauts may need 
to fix another trouble 
spot, engineers say 

HOUSTON I With a gentle tug of his 
gloved right hand. Discovery astro- 
naut Stephen Robinson removed 
two worrisome pieces of filler 
material from the shuttle’s belly 
Wednesday in an unprecedented 
space repair job that drew a big 
sigh of relief from NASA. 

But he may have to go out again 
to fix yet another trouble spot. 

Robinson was barely back inside 
the shuttle and out of his spacesuit 
when Mission Control informed 
the crew there was a chance that a 
fourth spacewalk might be needed 
Friday to deal with a torn thermal 
blanket below a cockpit window. 

The concern is that a 20 -inch 
section of the blanket could rip away 
during re-entry, whip backward and 
slam into the shuttle, perhaps caus- 
ing grave damage. Engineers expect 
to knowby Thursday evening wheth- 
er the danger is real and whether 
any blanket trimming is required. 

There was no immediate response 
from the exhausted but exhilarated

Man in Prison for Miami 
Rapes Cleared by DNA 


Luis Diaz, 67, released 
after serving 26 years 
for series of attacks 

MIAMI I A Cuban -American man 
who spent 26 years behind bars for 
a series of rapes was released from 
prison Wednesday after DNA evi- 
dence cleared him in two of the 
attacks and cast doubt on whether he 
was responsible for any of the crimes. 

“Victory,” 67-year-old Luis Diaz 
said as he walked out of a court- 
house a free man. 

Prosecutors stopped short of 
declaring Diaz innocent in all the 
rapes, instead citing the difficulty of 
retrying him after a quarter- centu- 
ry. Diaz was convicted in 1980 and 
sentenced to life in prison for seven

Grief, anger after 20 
members of battalion 
killed in two days 

BROOK PARK, OHIO I The rash of vio- 
lence in Iraq this week has taken an 
especially brutal toll on a Marine 
battalion based in this working- 
class town: Twenty members from 
the unit were killed over two days. 

Grief and anger shook the town 
as families and residents anxious- 
ly awaited answers after learning 
that 14 Marine reservists were killed 
Wednesday by a roadside bomb — 
one of the heaviest blows suffered 
by a single unit in the war. Two days 
earlier, six others from the battal- 
ion were killed while on sniper duty. 

The sorrow in Brook Park, a 
Cleveland suburb of 21,000 peo- 
ple, was painfully clear Wednesday 
among the line of customers sipping 
their morning coffee at the counter 
of a doughnut shop down the street 
from the battalion’s headquarters. 
Nearly everyone at the counter said 


they knew someone who was con- 
nected to the battalion. 

A few steps away, near the gates of 
the 3rd Battalion, 25th Marines, resi- 
dents piled red roses, American flags, 
handwritten notes of condolences 
and white crosses for the victims. 

Names of the Marines killed 


Wednesday were not immediately 
released, but nine ofthem came from 
a smaller Columbus -based compa- 
ny of the battalion, said Master Sgt. 
Stephen Walter, a spokesman for 
the company. The battalion was 
activated in January and went

Cloning Research 


South Korean team 
unveils ‘Snuppy,’ the 
first cloned canine 

South Korea’s pioneering stem cell 
scientist has cloned a dog, smash- 
ing another biological barrier and 
reigniting a fierce ethical debate 
— while producing a perky, lov- 
able puppy. 

The researchers, led by Hwang 
Woo-suk, insist they cloned an 
Afghan hound, a resplendent 
supermodel in a world of mutts, 
only to help investigate human 
disease, including the possibility 
of cloning stem cells for medical 


treatment purposes. 

But others immediately renewed 
calls for a global ban on human 
reproductive cloning before the 
technology moves any farther. 

“Successful cloning of an increas- 
ing number of species confirms the 
general impression that it would be 
possible to clone any mammalian 
species, including humans,” said Ian 
Wilmut, a reproductive biologist at 
the University of Edinburgh who 
produced the first cloned mammal, 
Dolly the sheep, from an adult cell 
nearly a decade ago. 

Researchers have since cloned 
cats, goats, cows, mice, pigs, rab- 
bits, horses, deer, mules and gaur. 


Military Council Seizes 
Control of Mauritania 


NOUAKCHOTT, MAURITANIA | A mil- 
itary junta toppled Mauritania’s 
autocratic president while he was 
abroad Wednesday, naming the 
longtime chief of this oil-rich des- 
ert nation’s national police force as 
the country’s new leader. 

President Maaoya Sid’Ahmed 
Quid Taya, who himself seized 
power in a 1984 coup and dealt ruth- 
lessly with those who opposed him, 
was out of the country when presi- 
dential guardsmen cut broadcasts 
from the national radio and televi- 
sion stations at dawn and seized a 
building housing the army chief of 
staff headquarters. 

The junta promised to yield to 
democratic rule within two years, 
but African leaders and the U.S. 
were quick to condemn the coup, 
declaring the days of authoritari- 


anism and military rule must end 
across the continent. 

A junta statement published by 
the state news agency said Col. Ely 
Quid Mohamed Vail was “president” 
of the group which seized power. 

Vail, 55, has 
served as national 
police chief since 
1987. He was con- 
sidered a close 
confident of Taya 
for more than two 
decades. 

Taya, who had 
allied his overwhelmingly Muslim 
nation with the U.S. in the war on 
terror and with Israel, refused com- 
ment after arriving Wednesday in 
nearby Niger from Saudi Arabia, 
where he attended King Fahd’s

Time Warner Sets Aside $3B for Suits 


N E W YO R K I Time Warner Inc., the 
world’s largest media company, 
set aside $3 billion in reserves to 
cover lawsuits from shareholders 
over its merger with AOL, swinging 
the company to a loss of $321 mil- 
lion for the second quarter.

You may be eligible to participate in this study if you are 18-70 years old, motivated to 
quit smoking, in good physical and mental health, willing to commit to 12 clinic visits over 
a 14 week period, willing to fast overnight on some visits, and have your blood drawn. 
The clinic is located in Washington, D.C., on Wisconsin Avenue, in the Glover Park 
neighborhood. Parking is available and there is easy Metro Bus access. If you are 
interested in more information, please call the research team at 202-687-8345, or email 
them at tobacco@georgetown.edu.

Government wants 
to strengthen capital’s 
air security perimeter 

WASHINGTON I The government 
wants to restrict airspace perma- 
nently within a radius of up to 45 
miles from Washington and make 
it a crime if a private pilot should 
venture into it knowingly or will- 
ingly. 

Pilots have strayed into the 
restricted zone hundreds of times. 
In many cases, fighter jets prepared 
to shoot down a plane have been 
scrambled to escort errant planes 
out of the restricted zone. 

The Federal Aviation 
Administration, in a notice to be 
published Thursday, says the restric- 


tions are necessary to counter a con- 
tinuing threat of terrorism. 

It noted, however, there is no 
information to suggest that ter- 
rorists have an imminent plan in 
the works to use airplanes to attack 
Washington. 

The restrictions would be the 
same as they have been since 
February 2003, when the FAA 
expanded the zone over Washington 
in preparation for the war in Iraq. 
Similar restrictions over the capital 
have been in place since the Sept. 
11, 2001, terror attacks. 

The restricted airspace includes 
an outer ring called the Air Defense 
Identification Zone, or ADIZ, which 
has a radius of about 30 to 45 miles 
and an altitude of 18,000 feet.

Author battles those 
who make wine into 
an exclusive pastime 

After spending two years in the 
vineyards and wine barns of south- 
western France, author Michael S. 
Sanders believes that Americans 
could learn a thing or two from 
the European approach to wine. 

No wine snob — he rarely brings 
home a bottle that costs more than 
$15 — Sanders believes that wine 
should be one of life’s simple plea- 
sures, a complement to food rath- 
er than a trendy and costly liba- 
tion awash in complexity and 
pretense. 

“There is this big wall that seems 
to have gone up here, and we treat 
wine as being something for the 
elite. It has all this baggage with 
it that unfortunately makes people 
afraid to drink it,” Sanders said. 

Perhaps, he said, if people knew 
more about the winemaking process 
and the passion of those involved in 
it, then the mystery and pomposity 
would disappear. 

“What we’ve lost is that connec- 
tion of the wine to the earth and to 
the people who make it. We don’t 


know anything about how wine is 
made,” Sanders said. “There’s such 
care and passion that goes into every 
aspect of it.” 

In his exploration of wine cul- 
ture, Sanders laments the effects 
of “Parkerization,” the numerical 
rating system instituted by influ- 
ential critic Robert Parker, whose

publication, the Wine Advocate, 
assigns scores of 80 to 100 to the 
wines it samples. 

With most wine shop racks 
now festooned with stickers that 
read “W.A. 93” or “W.S. (for Wine 
Spectator) 95,” Sanders suggests 
that too many wine drinkers pre- 
fer to rely on someone else’s nose 
rather than their own. 

“If all you ever do is buy Bordeaux 
over 90, which is how some people 
shop for wine, then you never learn

Parker was traveling and could 
not be reached for comment. Joan 


Passman at his Maryland office 
said Parker has always maintained 
that claims such as those made by 
Sanders are baseless. 


She notes that his publication 
spells out on its cover: “There can 
never be any substitute for your own 
palate nor any better education than 
tasting the wine yourself” 

Sanders’ tries to express his 
wine philosophy in his latest book, 
“Families ofthe Vine,” which chroni- 
cles the seasonal cycles of three fam- 
ilies with vineyards no more than 
10 miles apart who have turned 
grapes into wine for at least four 
generations. 

The setting is Cahors, a second- 
arywinemaking region whose prod- 
uct is overshadowed by the exalt- 
ed vintages from the chateaux of 
Bordeaux, a mere two -hour drive 
away. 

Winemaking in Cahors, one 
of France’s oldest winemaking 
regions, dates back 2,000 years to 
Roman times. 

Sanders brings to his examina- 
tion of wine the same powers of 
observation that he used to pains- 
takingly re-create the construc- 
tion of a Navy destroyer 
in a book about Bath Iron 
Works and to describe the 
revival of a tiny French vil- 
lage after the opening of its 
chef- owned restaurant. 

“Families of the Vine” is the 
second volume in Sanders’ trilogy 
about the texture of life in the vil- 
lages along the Lot, a declining agri- 
cultural region defined by its river 
which feeds into the Garrone. 

The third book, on which he is 
now working, shifts the focus from 
wine to cheese, jerry harkavy (ap)

An Outer Banks 
museum dedicated 
to shipwrecks of N.C. 

From its entrance, the Graveyard of 
the Atlantic Museum in Hatteras, 
N.C., makes it clear that this is 
a museum more interested in 
what’s below the water’s surface 
than above it. 

The building itself resembles 
an 18th century ship resting on 
its side, with timbers surrounding 
the outside to represent the frame 
of the ship. 

Its floors are a composite of 
latex, sand, paint and concrete over 
a wire mesh, designed to resemble 
the ocean’s floor. 

“The more sand that gets tracked 
in, the more authentic it looks,” 


museum executive director Joe 
Schwarzer said. 

Authenticity is Schwarzer’s aim, 
with a focus on the long history of 
shipwrecks along the treacherous 
Hatteras coast. 

He wants to the tell the story of 
sailors like those who sailed aboard 
the Civil War ironclad USS Monitor, 
whom Schwarzer describes as 
“sailor [s] in a big iron box.” 

“The ocean is tossing you up and 
down and sideways,” Schwarzer said. 
“The pump’s stopped working. The 
coal is wet. You’re in cold water up 
to your knees. You know the ship 
is going to go down. The sky is lit 
only by lamplight. You feel hopeless- 
ness and terror, strengthened only 
by your own experiences.” 

The Monitor, which fought to a 
draw with the Confederate ironclad 
CSS Virginia — formerly the USS 
Merrimack — in March 1862, later 
sank in a storm off the Hatteras 
coast. Its engine and gun turret 


were raised earlier this decade; 
government scientists are now 
working to preserve them. 

The museum gets its name from 
the moniker given the Hatteras 
coastline because of the approxi- 


mately 600 shipwrecks that litter 
the area. 

Although exhibits take up just 
1,500 square feet of the total 7,000 
square feet of display space the 
museum will have once it’s complet- 


ed, about 48,000 visitors tracked 
sand through the incomplete facil- 
ity in their flip-flops, Teva sandals 
and sneakers last year. 

Schwarzer, who moved to 
Hatteras a decade ago to open the 
museum, estimates he needs to raise 
another $1.7 million to finish it. He’s 
spent $6.7 million so far. 

“Fund-raising is slow,” he 
acknowledged. “If we were in a 
major metropolitan area, this 
would have been finished five 
years ago.” 

North Carolina is late to the 
game of valuing its maritime his- 
tory, but people like Schwarzer are 
trying to make up for lost time. 

“I hear people say that Virginia 
has so much maritime history, but 
North Carolina has as much if not 
more,” he said. “North Carolina 
is trying to do the best it can in a 
catch-up capacity. There’s a growing 
awareness that this is important.”

The fuselage cracked, flames 
shot into the air and passengers 
screamed as the 12 -member flight 
crew threw open emergency doors 
and laid down slides.) 

When did you first perceive a prob- 
lem with the landing? 

It seemed normal at first when the 
wheels reached the runway, but we 
started bouncing a bit and it still 
felt normal. But then it started vig- 
orously bouncing, and then people 
started to scream, and you could 
see flames out your window and 
you could feel the heat from the fire 
inside the plane. 

Could you tell me your experience 
when all this was happening. Were 
people panicking? 

The only time that there was a 
lot of screaming was when the 
plane was still moving. And when 
it stopped, everyone jumped out 
of their seats and it was a much 
calmer atmosphere but there were 
some people who were in hyster- 


ics. The people around me that 
were in hysterics ... I hugged them 
and then told them everything 
was going to be OK. I tried to be 
really strong about the situation 
and at that point decided I was 
going to be a survivor and I wasn’t 
going to let this take away my life. 

The flight attendants were fan- 
tastic. They got everyone to safety 
real quickly and they made sure 
all the passengers were safe before 
themselves. 

Did anyone reach for their carry- 
ons or leave everything behind? 

Because we were waiting for the door 
to be opened, people just started 
grabbing their bags. I grabbed my 
bag because I had all my film from 
my month-long trip to France. 

Do you think this experience will 
turn you off from air travel? 

I’m going to take an airplane again. 

I want to travel and I’m going to 
build up the courage to get on a 
plane again.

JEFF BAGATO is a longtime presence 
on the D.C. scene. He published 
the zine “Mole”; co-ordinates the 
Electric Possible, a monthly experi- 
mental music concert series; per- 
forms as DJ Panic and runs the 
Web site panicresearch.com. Lately 
he’s put Washington weirdness on 
the map, first with his unearth- 
ing of the LP “Herb’n’ Electrics:

totally bogus. It’s completely erro- 
neous that D.C. is Squaresville. 

What’s your favorite piece of Mondo? 

Mr. Dixie’s great; the Glamour 
Archives — that guy is an amazing 
guy. I was reading a biography of 
Bettie Page and his name and Web 
site were in there; it turns out he’s 
in Alexandria. I thought, “That can’t 
be possible.” And he turned out to 
be one of those guys ... everything 
he says is gold.

The men who put the 
polish in Motown get 
a spotlight moment 

M u S I C I The Funk Brothers are often 
cited as the “architects” of one of 
the most influential institutions 
in R&B history, Motown. That’s a 
bit of cruel irony, considering that 
despite such high latter-day praise, 
they were hardly credited at all dur- 
ing their heyday. 

Between 1959 and 1972 — 

Motown’s halcyon “Young Sound of 
America” years — its founder. Berry 
Gordy, controlled the company with 
an iron fist, keeping the identities 
of his house band a secret. 

Not to take anything away from 
Motown’s assembly line of charis- 
matic singers and gifted songwrit- 
ers, but had it not been for, say.

M U S I C I Three years ago, Eminem hit the airwaves 
with “Without Me,” a song about how lost the 
rap world would be if he weren’t around to act 
as a combination bullhorn/lightning rod. Now 
he’s prepping us for his retirement. After “The 
Eminem Show,” apparently there’s an “Encore” 
— and then everybody lines up in the parking 
lot to go home. 

Or not. Who knows whether Em’s time in the 
spotlight will end when the Anger Management 
Tour, which stops at Nissan Pavilion on Friday, 
wraps next month.

The Brian Jonestown 
Massacre tries to 
clear its good name 

MUSIC I The Brian Jonestown 
Massacre is running some serious 
damage control these days. Ondi 
Timoner’s rockumentary “Dig!,” a 
2004 Sundance fave that paired 
the band with sometime pals and 
full-time power poppers the Dandy 
Warhols in a volatile saga of keep- 
ing it real or selling out, lifted B JM’s 
profile higher than it had ever been 
lifted before. 

But it didn’t do much for the 
indie psychedelics’ image. Presented 
as a tortured genius, BJM leader 
Anton Newcombe came across 
mainly as a dude who did a lot of 
dope, threw a lot of tantrums and 
loved “Their Satanic Majesties 
Request” way more than the guys 
who made it did. 

Two new Tee Pee Records 
releases strive to present BJM as 
a dysfunctionally functioning unit. 
The five -song “We Are the Radio” 
features more Middle-Eastern- 
meets -West- Coast drones, trippy 
vocals that sound as though they 


were picked up on sonar and cos- 
mic lyrics you’re probably glad you 
can’t fully decipher. 

There’s also a double -disc career 
retrospective. “Tepid Peppermint 
Wonderland” is the ideal initia- 
tion for curious listeners who find 
a 14 -album oeuvre a bit overwhelm- 
ing but still want a taste of the 
Massacre’s retro -oceanic sound. 

Not that that it’s that type of

The Politics of Dancing 


Weird War — what is 
it good for? Well, lots 
of things, it turns out 

M U S I C I What do John Wayne, Grace 
Jones, Alan Greenspan and Brian 
Wilson have in common? They all 
helped inspire the latest album 
from Weird War frontman, D.C. 
punk hero and cultural omnivore 
Ian Svenonius. 

The disparate influences of 
Jones and Wilson are appar- 
ent on the band’s third release, 
“Illuminated by the Light.” Loping 
funk co-exists with folksy psyche- 
delia, making for a high-spirited 
effort from this sometimes ornery 
group. 

“Our last record, Tf You Can’t 
Beat ’Em, Bite ’Em,’ was made in an 
angry, militant period,” Svenonius 


explained. 

“We wanted to make some- 
thing that was a little more fun. 
Illuminated by the Light’ is a joke, 
because it’s redundant. It’s like say- 
ing, ‘Rocked by the rock.’” 

Weird War just released a trip- 
py music video for the disc’s jaunty 
title track. On Saturday at the Black 
Cat, the band brings a five -week 
headlining tour to a close. 

“Illuminated” standouts “Girls 
Like That” and “Word on the 
Street” are vivid snapshots of a 
gossipy night out at your average 
rock disco. 

Discussing the latter, Svenonius 
evokes a line from the classic west- 
ern “The Man Who Shot Liberty 
Valance”: “When the legend 
becomes fact, print the legend.” 

As always, the singer tempers his 
love for music with a healthy suspi-

cion of those who make it. 

“So many groups believe in 
themselves as exponents of liber- 
ation, but at the same time they’re 
evangelists for American imperi- 
alism,” he said. 

“All of my groups are an attempt 
to subvert that narrative. We’re 
influenced by art movements 
from the early 20th century, when 
people were calling art’s role into 
question.” 

Still, 15 years after he emerged 
with the pioneering Nation of 
Ulysses, Svenonius appreciates 
his niche in the underground 
rock scene. 

“Right now, rock is a rich per- 
son’s plaything because property 
is so expensive. The term ‘garage 
band’ is poignant, because it’s based 
on ownership of a garage. It’s inter- 
esting to see groups contracting 
with drum machines. You could 
say Alan Greenspan is the father 
of electroclash.” sean richardson

Lust! Cheese! 


FILM I Douglas Sirk’s films are 
cheesy, garish and overblown — 
at their best. 

Sirk knew that imitation is the 
sincerest form of mockery. And to 
poke the spiritual rot behind the 
linoleum and chiffon of late -’5 Os 
America, Sirk chose middlebrow 
melodrama. This week, API Silver 
begins a Sirk retrospective. 

“The Tarnished Angels” is his 
finest aged gouda. Robert Stack 
is a World War I fighter ace- 
turned- small-town barnstormer. 
(Echoes of a literary filmmaker 


assigned to make weepy “women’s 
pictures.”) Rock Hudson, a New 
Orleans newspaperman, encoun- 
ters the fallen hero at a carnival. 
His taste for tragedy draws him to 
the airman — that and neglected 
wife Dorothy Malone. Enter flight 
mechanic Jack Carson, incensed at 
Stack’s abuse of Malone. Things get 
most unseemly. 

Sirk’s recipe is equal parts pas- 
sion, redemption and doom. And 
he found his source material not 
in some bodice-ripping dime- 
store paperback, but in William 


Faulkner’s novel “Pylon.” To get 
his pretty-boy lead, Hudson, in the 
proper mood, Sirk read aloud from 
T.S. Eliot. It’s delicious tensions like 
these, shot in candy- colored hues, 
that make the onscreen lusts and 
frustrations come alive. 

It’s no wonder this seditious 
approach attracts homage. Most 
notable is Todd Haynes’ “Far From 
Heaven,” a rethinking of Sirk’s “All 
That Heaven Allows,” with an inter- 
racial romance to replace the May- 
December one of the original. But 
famous names like Fassbinder and 
Bogdanovich also praise the direc- 
tor’s work; David Lynch owes a clear 
debt. It’s a remarkable turnabout 
for work originally sniffed at like 
stinky cheese. Bring your own 
crackers, bob massey
